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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed June 29, 2007 is hereby acknowledged. Claim 24 is 
pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Rejections of claim 24 as anticipated by Small and Bostick are maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

4. Claim 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Small et al. 
(USP 4,101 ,460). Small discloses an apparatus capable of measuring 
glycosaminoglycans comprising a sample entry port (inherent in the column, Example 
5), a separator means being the ion exchange resin column (Example 5) and a 
detection means being a spectrophotometer that is connected to the ion exchange resin 
column (column 1 1 lines 47-49). The Examiner takes notice that glycosaminoglycans 
are highly negatively charged molecules, and are thus ions. Since the device of Small 
is capable of separating out ions, it is reasonable to assume it is capable of separating 
out ions such as glycosaminoglycans. 
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5. Claim 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bostick et al. 
(USP 4,263,406). Bostick discloses an apparatus capable of measuring 
glycosaminoglycans comprising a sample entry port (Fig. 1 , parts 37 and 38) a 
separator means being the ion exchange resin column (Fig. 1 part 1; column 7 line 4) 
and a detection means being a spectrophotometer (Fig. 1 parts 25/27/31/43 or 
26/28/32/44; column 5 line 65-column 6 line 8). Since the device of Bostick is capable 
of separating out ions, it is reasonable to assume it is capable of separating out ions 
such as glycosaminoglycans. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed September 25, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

7. In response to applicant's argument that neither Small nor Bostick disclose or 
suggest the device of the invention is useful to separate and measure GAGs, a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In this case, both Small and 
Bostick teach ion exchange columns and GAGs are ions, therefore, the devices are 
capable of separating and detecting the GAG ions.
